James Gordon Bennett's 859,000 Yacht 
Sold at Auction for $10,000, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarca. 

New Yor, October 28.—A number of prominent 
yachting men collected in the salesroom of John H. 
Draper & Co., 85 Front street, yesterday morning, 
when Commodore James Gordon Bennett's cele- 
brated steam yacht Polynia, which, duriag the past 
season, has been the flag ship of the New York 
Yacht Club, was soid at auction. She was built in 
1880 by Messrs. Ward, Stanton & Co., of Newburg, 
and is an iron-screw steamur, 154 feet, 5 inches over 
all, 185 feet on the water line, 18 feet, 5 inches 
beam, 11 feet 6inches depth of hole and draws il 
feet of water. Her tonnage, new measurement, ig 


158, 82 tons. She has three pole masts and ig 
filled with steam steering gear of the most im- 
proved pattern. She i spiendidiy fitted up with 
electric beilg throvuguout, is fitted with 
three iron buikheads, and“ in all 
respects is in perfect order. Her cost, whea new, 
was $55,000. Mr. Bennett bavinz, since she was 
launched, built a large yacht—theNaimouna—had no 
further use for tue Po.yma and was, for the past 
few years, been vaimly endeavoring to dispove of 
her at private sale. On moun iog tue rusirum to 
dispose of her yesterday the genial, Mr. Draper said;

Mr. Jay, the Guardian of Mrs. Walkup, 
Admits That He is Paying the Ex- 
pensecs of the Defense—W itnesses 
Impeached While Testifying—Ex- 
pert Testimony.

Exporis, Kaw., October 38.—In the Walkup cas ¢ 
the court reconvened at 2 p.m , and the examina- 
tion of J. C. Misler was resumed, He stated that 
Walkup told him that he bad to take arsenic but 
gave no reason. Dr. Filkins of Emporia testified 
that he had xnown Walkup for five or six years 
and had seen him on Saturday, August 15. He 
then said he was sick and lowked like it. He had 
had a similar attack two years previous, and com- 
plained of vomiting, burning in the throat, pains 
and nervousness. He had another attack of the 
éaine kind after eating cove oysters in his office. 
His sy:ipto-ns were present by spelis for three or 
four weeks. He had never treated Walkup for a 
private disease, but had treated a woman for such 
disease at Walkup'’s request. Under cross examin- 
ation, be stated tuat Waikup was always more or 
less under toe ifluence of tiquors. Harry Schmid- 
ling tesiified to W aikup’s beiag unwell on Saturday, 
Aucust 15, when be got off the train from Tope.a. 
Asief Smith testified to toe fact that Wal«up, in 
boasting of a conquest be had made, showed a 
bottle and «a box aad said he never woud be caught, 
Mr. Morton, a boon companion of Waikup, was re- 
Calied and he told about a wom.n scrape they had 
hed at Newton, Kan., Ur.

if it was poison; he said yes, it was arsenic. Witness 
expressed his surprise; Walkup jiaugued and 
turned away, saying it was all right. 
examined—Mr. Jay admitted that he 
had employea a detective and was paying 
the counsel in this case; did not know how 
much he hvd aiready spent, but supposed it would 
amount to $600; he had not agreed to pay the wit- 
nesses (Morton) for his testimony; koew that Mr. 
Walkup died of arsenic, and heard at one time 
that threats were being made of 
LYNCHING THE PRESENT DEFENDANT; 
he bad not tuen thought to speak of Mr. Walkup 
being ao arsenic eater at that time; it did not occur 
te him todoso. Mr. Jay undertook to show by 
experiment bow much arsenic Mr. Walkup took 
upon the Mlentical knife. [The arseric and knife 
were produced in court.) Witness said he could 
pot even make a& guess as to how much 
re was, but was prevailed on 
touy. Counsel for the defense took tne knife 
from his hand with the confents, but at almost the 
first word of questioning acciventatly dropped the 
arsenic op the floor and the questioning ceased on 
this subject.

A Tunnel Disasier—Collision Between oa

A Fatal Collision. 

New York, October 28.—A dense fog prevailed in 
and around the city this morning, impeding travel 
on the railways and navigation on both rivers toa 
great extent. The first mishap reported was a 
coilision on the North River. The steamer 
Hackensack of the Hoboken Ferry Line, while on 
ber trip to this city, came into collision with the 
ocean steamer Servia.

October 28.—The hurricane that 
raged on the Labrador coast was unprecedented 
even in that inclement region. Over seventy ves- 
sels and 300 lives were lost. The following is a 
list of the vessels completely wrecked: Thomas 
Ridley, Sherbook, Adam Averi!], Peeriess, Gleanor, 
Surprise, Caleb Corkum, Excei, Ruby, Winifred, 
Scott, Zon, Sisters.

WasuHineton, D. C., October 23.—“Everysthing is 
being subordinated to the New York election,” said 
Representative O’Neili ef Missouri this afternoon, 
“and the heads of departments are deferring even 
the most trifling appointments.

An Important Pension Decision. 
WasHINGeTOoN, D, (. October 28.—In section 3 of 
an act of Congress approved March 9, 1878, it is 
provided, that when any persou has been granted 


@ land warrant under any act of Congress, for and 
on account of service in the war of 1812, such grant 
suail be prima facie evidence of his service and 
honorabie discharge 80 jas to _ entitle 
bim, if living, or hia widow, if he be dead, 
to a pension under this act, but such evidence 
shali not be comciusive and may be rebutted by 
evidence that such land warrant was improperly 
granted. ln the case of a widow of a soldier of the 
war of 1812, whose husband, during bis iifetime, 
Was granted botu a land wafrant and a pension, 
Comunissioner Black has recently decided that it 
would be @ great hardsuip to require, sfter the 
lapse of 80 Many years, dew evidence to re-estab- 
lis the fact, character and period of service,wh:ci 
had previousiy been deterinined by competent 
authority, the prima facie case provided for vy the 
Staiute having thus been supplemented aad 
Strengthened, and hence tue widow's claim 
for peasion should be aliowed, ani no 
attempt made to rebute the evidence 
upon which ber husband's ciaim for bounty iand 
avd pension bad been granted. In other cases, 
however, in which no pension had been allowed the 
soldier, and only where tne prima facie cases made 
by the lew exist, tbe watter of pension never having 
O adjudicated, the Commissiouer held toat these 
were cases Of first impression, so far as claims for 
nsion are concerned; and as it appears that the 
usbauds of the claimauts were not in the service 
for fourteen days during the war of 1812, and tne 
preponderance uf evidence being that they were 
not inany engagement in that war, the prima facie 
created by the statute is overcome aad the appii- 
catious for pensions in these cases will be rejected. 


An Important Raling. 

Wasaixoeton, D. C., October 28.—The question 
has been presented to the First Comptroiier, for 
his dec.sion, whether toe differencs of com- 
missions heretofore withheid from purchasers of 
private die stamps, under the rulings of his prede- 
cessors, should now be refunded in accordance 
Wits the decision of the Supreme Courtin the case 
of Swift vs. the United States, where the richt to 


such difference accrued beyond the six years’ 
imitation prescribed for instituting suit in tue Court 
of Claims. The difference in question arises ia 
the node of computing the commissions in tue one 
casé, the amouut of cash deposited in payment for 
the sta:nps, and in the other case on the amount of 
stanips purchased, and amouting to $9.09 against 
the purcnaser for every $1,000 of stamps purcaased 
The OComptrolier decides that the decision of 
the Supreme Court only applies in cases arisiog 
thereafter, and also in those cases where the right 
to the difference theretofure accrued: within the 
SiX year limitation; and bat in those cases where 
the six years bave expired, tue rulings of his pre- 
decessers are binding upon him, and hence the 
court being unable to grant relief, it can ono y be 
had by the aciion of Congress upon the matter. 
The amount mvolved under tais decision is about 
$963, 00u.

THE STRIKE. 

Now that the strike of the street car 
employes is an admitted failure itis worth 
while to sum up its results.

For- 
tunately, some of the men saw the hopeless- 
ness of the situation from the start, and instead 
of hanging around the strikers’ meetings wisely 
abandoned the movement and sought work 
elsewhere. 

It is safe tosay, however, that the strikers 
are out of pocket somewhere between ten and 
twenty thousand dollars; a large sum to be 
taken out of the earnings of a few hundred 
poor working men. But whatis worse than 
this is that they have incurred the censure of 
public opinion, which condemns their strike 
during Fair week as a deliberate attack on the 
prosperity of the city. They have also had to 
take their share of the blame for the riot and 
disorder of the second week, for the cowardly 
attackson women and children, and the explo- 
sions and other actsof violence. Instead of 
gaining the point which they started out to 
gain, they have madeit more difficult of attain- 
ment than ever. 

If the street car men had listened to the advice 
of the Post-DispaTcu, they would undoubtedly 
have achieved a total success instead of mecting 
with total failure.

Hon. Grover Cleveland, Washing'on, D. C. 

DearR Str—Congressman John E. -Hutton came 
to this city on the 22d iust., and seni me a request 
to meet bim in his room inahotel.

He told me that charges had been made 
against me, and were ready to be sent to Washin.- 
ton, and that I would be suspended within fifteen 
days. lasked him what the coarges were, and he 
told me that was something I would never know, 
but that I should be permitted to resign if I «anted 
to. and that if I would resign he would suppress 
the charges.

Jailer Griffith Savagely Assaulted 
To-Day by a Prisoner,

The Latter Subdued After a Hard 
Struggle—A Brutal Dog Fight Wit- 
nessed by Hundreds of People— 
Shooting [nto a Train—Notes. . 


Jailer Griffith was assaulted this moruing by 
Jovn Carney who is in confinement for stabbing 
Jobn Canty at Lee Mitchell's saloon a few nights 
ago, and but for the timely assistance of Officers 
Hannon, Mahoney and Zimmermann it might have 
fared very badly with him. Every morning itis 
customary to get the prisoners in confinement to 
sweep out the Jail. This morning Jailer Griffith 
gave Cartiéya broom and told Carney to sweep 
out the cells. Carney took the broom without a 
word and began sweeping. Just as soon, however, 
as Griffith turned his back Carney droppsd 
the broom and picking up a poker 


which he saw near by madefor the jailer. Griffith 
saw him stoop down and turned just in 
time to receive the blow on bis arm which he threw 
up asa guard. Before Carney cuuld strike again 
Gnfith closed in on him and go: hold of the poxer. 
Carney wo is a powerful mao struvgled hard to 
poseession of the poxer, and Griffith who wus 
earful jest be should wrest it from him and «ill him, 
cried out for assistance. Officer Hannon who hap- 
peved to be across tne street from the jail heard 
the turnkey's cries for assistanceand ran qu.ckly 
across to aid bim. Inthe meantime Carney find- 
ing that he couid not wrest the poxer from Griffith 
and seving a rod of iron ly wg near the store seized 
the other piece of iron, miade his Way past Griffith, 
and was running out of the door into the street 
when he collided with Officer Hannon. Carney 
who was pow de.ermined to escape, raised the r 
of iron which be had in nis baud and struck Han- 
non the head. The blow, however,was .iven when 
they were so close to each otber that it did not 
have a serious effect and Haunon grappled with 
him. Jailer Griffith soon came to Hannon's as 
sistance and Carney struggled with boto of them 
down the Jail steps on the elevated plank 
wali. Griffith seeing that the man had 
really become desperate struck him a biow 
wit the poker and as he did so Carney relinquisued 
his hold onthe bar of iron witu which ne nad 
struck Hapnou, and ceased to struggie. He was 
then taken back to hiscell. Jaier Griffith's arm 
was much swolien from the blow Varney dealt him 
with the poker, but Officer Hannon, though stun- 
ned somewhat for a wuile, sustained no serious in- 
jury. Jauer Griffith is smgulariy unfortunate with

How It Is Thought His Fee From the Po. 
lice Board is to Be Obiained. 

About a month ago the Police Board presented a 
requisition for $200 to the City Auditor. The Audit- 
or refused to honor the requisition on the ground 
that the purpose for whica the money was desired 
was not stated in it, The Board then got our a 
mandamus to compel the payment of the $200, and 
the case being taken into court the Board was 
defeated, the Court holding that the Auditor's Po- 
sition was correct. The Board then took the case 
to the Supreme Court, before which body it now 
rests. 

This action of the Board has been ‘regarded as a 
very singular one, especially in view of the fact 
(hat the same question was decidad jast June at the 
time toe Board sent detectives to Auckiand to bring 
back Maxwell. At that time the Boara sought to 
obtain a voucuer from the Auditor for 
$2,000, but were venied it ou the ground tuat the 
Charter provided that no vouchers sneould be issued 
except where itemized bills were presented. wouid 
not permit it. The Board then gought the opinion 
of City Couoseior Beil, and obtained an opinion 
from him iv the eilfect that the Auditor couid not 
give (hom a voucveruntil an itemized bill of ihe 
eXpeises of Lhe tr.p had been presented. An ap- 
pes to (ue courts was then had, and the Circuit 
Cour: decded against the Board.

THE VIKGINIA CAMPAIGN. 


General Fitzhagh Lee Arousing Great 
Enthusiasm in the Lower Counties, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTca. 

Prererspure, Va., October 28.—General Fitzhugh 
Lee, the Democratic candidate for Governor, after 
speaking here Saturday night to an immense 
audience at the Academy of Music, left on Sunday 
for Franklin, Southampton County, from which 
place, under an escort of about 600 men, among 


whom were fifty negroes, he went on Monday to; 


Jerusalem, the county seat, and whichis also the 
birthplace of Senator Mahone. Here be spoke 
to over 2,000 persons who came from the surround- 
ing country tor many miles in al! kinds of vehicles 
to hear him. Among those present were a iarge 
number of ladies, who listened with marked atten- 
tion to the eloquent words of the speaker, and 
whenever he made a sharp thrust at John S. Wise, 
the Republican candidate, they joined heartily lo 
the applause. Gen. Lee spoke fur two hours. 

Gen. Lee came from Jerusalem yesterday to 
Windsor in the Isle of Wight County, a statiou on 
tbe Norfolk and Westera railroad, about for:y 
miles from this city. He was met on Knoxville 
cross roads, three miles from Windsor, by a cxval- 
cade of five bundred mounted horsemen 
with C.F. Day as chief marshal. Gen. Lee 
entered Windsor, which isa village of about 1,000 
souls, riding at the head of about seven bundred 
mounted men, the cavaicade having becn increased 
in numbers by

All along the rouie Gea. Lee was cheered to the 
echo, and wkeu .he reached Windsor there was 
awaiting bis arrival a crowd of over 2.000 persons, 
inc.uding a large number of ladies. The appear- 
ance of the next Governor of Virginia, as be rode 
into Windsor at the head of the columnon a gaily 
caparisoned steed was the signal for great ap- 
piause, in recognition of whica Gen. Lee iifted bis 
bat and bowed. At 12 o'’ciock. Mr. Day, 
one of the most prominent Demo- 
crats in the Isie of Wigut County, 
calied the meeting to order,and introduced tne 
Hox. Benton McMillan of Tennessee, who spoke 
for about one hour. He paida giowing tribute to 
Gen. Lee and predicted bis eleciion by a majority 
of about 15,000 votes. He told bis hearers not only 
to vote themselves but se tuat their neighbors did 
likewise. Mr. McMiiian was followed by Gen. Lee. 
W hea the General stepped to tue front of tue plut- 
form he was again greeted with deafening ap- 
plause, and it was some time before he could make 
himseif heard. He began by twanking the peopie 
for their hearty weicome and Said tuathe could 
not find words adequate to express iis 
hizh appreciation of the distinguisued honor 
that had been paid him by the peo- 
pe of the lower counties. He weXt 
referred tothe great future that was in store for 
the Democratic party of Virginia, and said that it 
would not be ioug before he wouid be arimin:ster- 
ing the affairs of th.s grand oid Commonwealth. 
He referred at some lengihto the slurs that bad 
been cast upon him and tne Democratic party by 
Captain Joun 8S. Wise and therestof the Kepub- 
lican speakers who were taking part in this caim- 
paign, but, ve said, the Democrauc party of this 
hiate is madeup of thetrue people of Virginia, 
and no reflection cast upon tbem by Mahone ana 
his allies could biot their fair pame.

VERY LARGE. 


The Movement of Wheat in the Northwest 
—Increased Storage Capacity. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 28.—The movement 
of wheat in the Northwest the past week has been 
heavy and receipts here have largely exceded 
those of any previous week. The receipts ut 
Duluth have also improved, but the increase in that 
direction seenis to have no effect in diminishing the 
volume which is pouring into Minneapolis. Stocks 
in store at Minneapolis, Duluth and St. Paul show 
an aggregate of increase of 1,250,000 bushels. The 
receipts at Minneapolis for October wid reach 
nearly 7,000,000 bushels, against 5.000.000 in the 
same month last year, and 3,193,000 in October, 
1883. The combined elevator capacity of Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul and Dulath is 17,000,000 bushels at 
present. There are now being erected in Minne- 
apolis sheds which will hold 750,000 bushels, 
and tbis capacity may made 
1,000,000. Duluth has ai storage capacity 
of 9 000,000, and 7,000,000 of this is unoccupied. By 
the erection of sheds and the use of vessels, when 
navigation closes, her capacity will probably be 
stretched to 10,000,000. It is not probable that with 
the short crop there wlll be alac« of storage room 
in the Northwest this winter.
